ElZft McEllish, Sr. 


A communication from Hewitt to the 


Cumberland Allcfjiminn 
contains the 


following account of the death of Elza 
McElfish, Sr. : 


'•The ruthless hand of death removed 


from our community last Saturday, 
July 53, Elza McElfish, Sr. H°. was the 
oldest man in this part of Bedford 
county, having reached the advanced 
age of eighty-four years, ten months 
and seventeen days. Death came very 
suddenly. He ate his breakfast and 
went to the store and afterward to the 
barnyard, where he was found shortly 
afterward by his grandson lying on the 
ground cold in death. 


"The deceased was born on Murley's 


Branch, Allegany county, Maryland, 
and moved to Hewitt about forty years 
ago. 
He was a member of the Luther- 


an church. The young people will 
miss his smiling countenance. For 
many years he sat in the store and 
gave good advice and counsel to all. 
He leaves a widow eighty years old 
and six sons, Elza, James F., Jona- 
than, Campbell, Arthurand David, and 
one daughter, Mrs. Aleinda Lashley, 
widow of George W. Lashley,deceased 
All of the family attended the funeral 
except David, who lives in Washington 
state. Two daughters, 
Susan 
and 


Amy, and one son, Columbus, preced- 
ed him to the land of rest. The inter- 
ment took place at the home burial 
grounds on Sunday evening about four 


clock."

New Baltimore, Somerset county, Pa., 
and who went to Manila .as the mascot 
of the Tenth recruits, returning May 
0, is in the city, and was at the Presid- 
io seeing the Tenth boys there to- 
day. 
RiMe says that while he was 


with the regiment he was told that he 
would be put in the guard house if he 
went on the firing line, but one day he 
was in the trenches selling badges lo 
the Nebraska men when the firing be- 
gan and he ran two miles to the 
Tenth's position. "I saw that fight all 
right," he said, "and if they would let 
me go to the front I would go back to 
Manila." Riitle is the mascot of the 
boys from 
Pennsylvania 
and 
the 


youngest soldier that ever shouldered 
a Springfield in the Philippines. 


" 'I was botmc to go to the war, and 


I did,' said the lad, who is barely four- 
teen years old. 
'My folks objected and 


so I sneaked along the side of the train 
which was filled with soldiers at the 
depot in Pittsburg. I asked the boys 
what the chances for enlistment were 
and they told me I'd better go to bed 
before this S o'clock policeman got me. 
Then I got sight of Con Buckley and 
he hid me under his seat.

It has been 
well known that western Pennsylvania 
will have no peach crop this year acd 
eastern Pennsylvania fares but little 
better. The new inter-mountain peach 
region, however, suJlered less from the 
extreme cold of last February and none 
at all from late spring frosts. 
But a 


leading grower, who reported early in 
the summer a probable harvest of two 
thousand bushels of the luscious fruit, 
now informs the department at Har- 
risburg that his trees and those of his 
neighbors have been stripped of fruit 
by a severe hailstorm. 
This is a dis- 


aster extraordinary, destroying tbe 
only peach crop in the state—a crop 
that would have paid good dividends 
in a year of general shortage. There 
will be peaches, of course, chiefly from 
California, but the lovers of fruit will 
be obliged to content themselves in the 
main with apples, pears and plums, 
which are all abundant.

condense what I have to say upon three 
subjects into a few brief propositions.'' 
First he presented bis five points on the 
subj-ct of bimetallism and then on the 
trust ijuestion he suggested the fol- 


lowing propositions:

The trust is a menace to the 


welfare of the people of the United 
States, because it creates monopoly and 
gives to the few in control of the mo- 
nopoly almost unlimited power over 
the lives and happiness of consumers, 
employees and producers of raw mate- 


rial. 


'•2. The president appoints the at- 


torney-general, and can, if he desires, 
secure an attorney-general who will 
enforce the anti-trust laws. 


L-3. The attorney-general can rec- 


ommend sufficient laws if present laws 


are insufficient. 


••-1. The attorney-general can recom- 


mend an amendment to the constitu- 
tion if the present constitution makes 
it impossible to extinguish the trusts. 


••:> 
The Republican party is power- 


less to extinguish the trusts so long as 
trusts furnish the money to continue 
the Republican party in power." 


In these trite statements Mr. Bryan 


places the responsibility for the trusts 
where it belongs—upon the shoulders 
of the administration.

The Messiah, whose "name is the 


Word of Cod," spoke to the prophet 
Kzekiel, "Say, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord—to the 
mountains, and to the hills, to the riv- 
ers and to the valleys, to the desolate 


•astes, and to the cities that are for- 


saken." 


Ye shall shoot forth your branches 


and yield your fruit to my people Is- 
rael; for they are at hand to come.

To Him All Men Are Honorable Who Do 


Honorable Work Wherever They Are

luvwnTOX, N- Y" August 1.—He 


sees that the primal forces of the 
world are all against a man; that the 
chills of winter benumb him; that the 
heats of summer enervate him; that 
the hills impede his progress; that the 
earthquakes cast down his effort and 
that time brings him to naught. It is 
clear to him, therefore, that whatever 
this world has gained in any direction 
is the outcome of strenuous exertion. 


lie sees in the complicated world 


around him with its factories and its 
farms, its cities and its homes the re- 
sult of human thought translated into 
human effort. 
From 
the humblest 


shack to the loftiest building and 
from the organization of the simplest 
farm to that of the most progressive 
and complicated modern city some 
one's thought outlined the thing be- 
fore it was and some one's effort made 
it to be. Thus to him thought trans- 
formed 
into effort 
is the greatest 


power in the world; thought followed 
by no effort is fruitless; effort pre- 
ceded by no thought is waste. 


The new man, as a toiler, honors 


labor with his whole heart. He sees, 
furthermore, that as the many drops 
of water make the roiling sea so this 
vast world, as moulded and conquered 
by man, is what it is because the labor 
of one is aided by the labor ot another 
and the effort of one generation is car- 
ried on to greater perfection by the 
gi Derations that follow. He, there- 
fore, does not hcaor labor that thinks 
only of itself and that fails to recog- 
nine its co-operation with all that are, 
have been and are to be. 
Viewing 


things in this way, he sees no disgrace 
in any form of toil that helps on the 
world. The man who wields the boe 
becomes to him fully as honorable as 
the man who thinks the thought that 
gives the hoe employment. To him all 
men are honorable who do honorable 
work wherever they are cast; to him 
all men are dishonorable who think 
only of gain for themselves, no matter 
what happens to others. 


Yet at the same time he sees a great 


law at work which undoes the selfish- 
ness of the world and makes it, not- 
withstanding its own blindness and 
evil, help on the work of the whole; 
for even the unruly and the thieving 
have themselves been the cause for 
much that is organized and orderly 
and law-abiding in the world. There- 
fore the new man, as a toiler, scdaces 
himself in the midst of his own per- 
plexities 
and

This hopefulness of his does 
not prevent him from striving to bring 
improvement in his day, but it does 
save him from that restless rattling 
around that is the very undoing of 
successful effort, and it does impart to

the "cribbing11 for two new vessels 
each 610 feet long, to be followed later 
by the construction of a vessel 700 feet 
in length. The dry dock upon which 
these vessels will be built will be over 
800 feet long. The new vessels are to 
be built for the International Naviga- 
tion company. The contract price ap- 
proximates $3,000,000 for each ship. 
The largest ships that enter'the harbor 
of New York are the Fuerst Bismarck 
aod Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, of the 
North German Lloyd line. The length 
over all of those vessels is 025 feet. 
The largest vessel afloat is the Oceanie, 
whose length is nearly- (570 feel. 
The 


Cramps, with their 700:foot ship, will 
excel the world in marine architecture, 
in size .speed and tonnage. The amount 
of labor involved in preparing for such 
an undertaking is very great. 
Over 


1,700 piles will be driven in the ground. 
These will support the cribbing, or 
launching ways, upon which the hulls 
of the new vessels will ultimately rest. 
When tbe frames of the new ships are 
set up on the ways the stems will ex- 
tend to the house line on Beach street. 
The prow of the 700-foot iiner, like a 
huge mountain of steel, will extend 
across the latter thoroughfare, and 
under the bow the steam cars lining 
the shore will puft' and blow as so 
many Liliputians.

"LABOR IS HONORABLE." 


Every Aienue To Homni] Eucleavor Finds 


the Giant Trust Standing W»tch mid 


Wnrd at Its time.

NEW YORK, Augast 1.—Mow 
the 


storm is almost over and the aftermath 
leaves nothing behind but disgrace, 
sirroiv and loss to the men who set 
themselves up as the championsol labor 
They represent no honest labor, or, ii 
thev did. then government represents 
nothing but dishonesty, robbery and 
tmirder. While some of the mob would 
shout at the motorman, "Kill him! 
Kill him: 
Kill the scab!" 
others 


dragged him from the platform, tram- 
pling him almost to death. All this 
was done in broad daylight by the 
champions of labor. One of the strik- 
ers said to a reporter of the Sun: "We 
•will kill the first motorman who lays 
his hand upon a bar and if that is not 
enough we will keep on killing till the 
scabs are so terrified that they won't 
be able to work." The night that this 
proclamation was made some would-be 
assassin sand thugs attempted to blow 
up the elevated road, thxis endanger- 
ing the lives of hundreds of innocent 
people. 


Let us look this: question squarely, 


coolly and calmly in the face, and ask 
ourselves if this is the best way to 
right the wrongs of labor. Some com- 
plained of long hours, others of small 
pay. and some of both. The laborer is 
worthy of his hire; and skilled labor, 
on which depends the safety of the 
lives of thousands, is worth more and 
should be better compensated than 
those in a position which requires only 
simple honesty and ability to keep 
order in the car. It is a matter of 
public policy that the greater the re- 
sponsibility the larger the compensa- 
tion. The strike in the borough of 
Brooklyn, and which also threatened 
the borough of Manhattan, was planned 
by Mr. Parsons, the grand master 
workman of the Knights of Labor. 
The men were assured, the public 
were informed, that the strike, planned 
with so much care, was going to be a 
fight to a finish; no mere matter of 
twenty-five rounds, 
and the 


knocked ont was not likely to 


party 
;et up 


again for many years, but would Ve 
like Rip Van Winkle after his nap of 
twenty years in the Katterskilis. 


The result was a dreadful disappoint- 


ment to one of the parties ia the fight 
and a matter of profound satisfaction to 
the other. A shameful portion of the rec- 
ord was the putting of a woman and 
children in the van of tattle, opposed 
to danger and death, while the cow- 
ardly and murderous thugs urged them 
on and took shelter behind them. All 
that remains of this unhappy strife is 
many broken heads, a large number ol 
imprisonments for violation of the law 
and penal servitude to quite a number 
for many years to come. 


Let us inquire how these strikers 


constitute themselves the champions of 
labor. Do they injure the bosses ordo 
they help their fellow-workman? In the 
late strike, who was hurt, the bosses 
or the men? I have read the accounts 
most carefully and every act of violence 
was suffered by the laborers, not a sin- 
gle boss being injured. 
Motormen 


were torn from the cars, surrounded 
by hundreds of brutes, who trampled 
them in the mire and left them, bleed- 
ing to death, in the street. 
Mr. Eos 


siter, the president of the new compa- 
ny, the man most hated by the strikers, 
went down to their camp, where he ad- 
dressed them, returning to his office 
unharmed in a single hair, while men of 
their own class, whose only crime was 
that they were trying lo make an hon- 
est living for their starving wives 'nd 
children, were assaulted, maimed and 
nearly killed. 
"Tiiis shall be the 


strikeof my life," said Mr. Parsons, the 
grand master of the Knights of Labor. 
"Sot a wheel shall 
move in New 


York or Brooklyn after I raise my 
voice." Oh, great warrior! 
Wonder- 


ful chaa-piim and exalted prophet! 
You have demonstrated to your people 
one of tie most wonderful 
perfor- 


mances ever recorded in the history of 
the world : How so big a person could 
crawl through so small a hole. 


No honest man. with the feeling of 


common humanity in his heart, but de- 
sires to see labor well compensated for 
its toil and also desires to see his home 
happy and his labor rewarded sufficient 
to purchase all those necessaries that 
he needs. No man with any claim to 
common justice butdesires in his home 
to see a picture on the wall, a carpet 
on the floor, his children well clothed, and shield, 
schooled, and sufficient of comfort lor 
himself and wife to make him believe 
the proverb, old as the hills, that 
"Labor is honorable." 


It may seem strange to those who 


have made no study of the question 
that the bitterest enemy labor had to 
meet has been labor itself. Trusts ag- 
gregating thousands of millions of dol- 
lars have been formed in this land 
within the last year. Every avenue to 
human endeavor finds the giant Trust 
standing watch and ward at its gate. 
A trust more severe and drastic than 
them all has been formed 
by the 


Knights of Labor. 
One-sixth of the 


laborers of the United States, claiming 
the sole right to the entire labor of the 
land and to its emoluments and profits, 
are telling the other five-sixths they 
shall have no share of theprofitsunless 
they submit to wear lator's iron collar 
and carry a card in their pockets cer- 
tifying that the Knights of Labor per- 
mit them to work. An illustration of 
this was given during the administra- 
tion of Colonel Waring, who was the 
best head of tbe street cleaning depart- 
ment and served the city so well that 
the people proposed to raise a statue 
to his memory in our beautiful park, 
lie was sitting in his office one day 
looking over some maps which he was 
making to assist him in the street 
cleaning work when an old Irishman, 
highly excited, rushed up to his desk. 
He was evidently laboring under a 
greatdegree of passion, and roared out, 
"Colonel!" "Well, sir, what do yon 
want?"' "Do you mind what is going 
on here, sir?" 
"No: what is it?" 


"There is a fellow over there shoeing 
oneof our horses." "Well, what of it?" 
"He don't be having any kyard." 
"Well, what of it?" "Why, he can't 
shoe horses widont a kyard." "What 
the devil are yon talking about?" "He 
don't be an Knight of Labor." "Is he 
a good horseshoer?" "I dunno, but he 
hasn't a kyard." The colonel reached 
for a big ruler as if to throw it. "Now 
get out ol here." 
"But the kyard." 


The colonel let fly the ruler and the 
Knight of Labor vanished. 


The. fact is now bsinif understood, by 


all the world'and the dawn-is gradual- 
ly breaking on the Knights of Labor 
that that which was intended for la- 
bor's champion has become the most 
cruel despot that labor has ever known 
since Adam was driven from Paradise 
and the curse, went forth from the 
Almighty to the children of men "That 
from the sweat of thy face thou shalt 
eat bread until thou return unto the 
ground." The design is to secure to its 
membership all the profitable labor of 
the land.. According to their claims, 
allowing them the largest latitude, 
there is only one union man to five 
non-union men, and this one-sixth of 
our labor community seeks to dominate 
and rnle with a rod of iron the other 
five-sixths in slavery. During the last 
few years the strikes have been carried 
on by a system of robbery and murder; 
carried on by the army of thugs; and 
in Dakota the state authorities are un- 
able to protect property or life. In 
Pennsylvania the strike at Homestead 
seems to be forgotten. 
Thousands of 


soldiers were kept in camp for weeks 
around the Carnegie works, and the 
murderous strikers were only kept 
from destroying the mills at the point 
of the bayonet. New York has had its 
share of experience of strikers' troubles, 
from Buffalo to Brooklyn, and on every 
occasion the strike has been a failure. 
With its present methods it never can 
succeed, and whatever wrongs it mp.y 
have to complain of will never be 
righted till labor and capital are 
friends, not foes. 


With a humanity that, does them 


credit the companies have taken a 
large number of men hack who were 
driven from their jobs by the strikers 
who were destroying property and who 
threatened their lives. Those who 
have wilfully attacked the cars, and 
in several instances deslroyed them, 
they will not take back. Thej will 
find no employment on any railroad in 
the United States and they will have 
reason to remember with sorrow to 
their dying day the strike which Mr. 
Parsons was going to make the great 
event of his life. Peace is restored 
once more and it is gratifying to record 
that the night clubs of our police in 
the restitution of peace were more 
effectual than the bayonets of the mil- 
itary. Chief Devery has not stood in 
high favor with the reformers, but as 
a policeman pure and simple he has 
proved himself equal to any task that 
may be imposed upon him. A few 
years ago when excitement ran high, 
Herr Most and his murderous orew 
hired Walhalla hall, which had long 
been the meeting grounds of the An- 
archists and also a favorite meeting 
place for the most bloodthirsty of the 
Anarchist party. Captain Devery, who 
was then in charge of a precinct, hear- 
ing that a disturbance was likely to oc- 
cur, sent word to the landlord that 
the hall must not be opened. In due 
time the Anarchists appeared and. 
finding the door closed, demanded ad- 
mission. 
The landlord refused, the 


street was crowded with excited peo- 
ple who procured some axes and im- 
mediately broke in the door. In a few 
minutes the hall was crowded to suffo- 
cation and the Anarchists began to 
clear the hall of every portable thing. 
Two stout Germans began to dance a 
jig on the piano, and the word was tel-

He was 
confronted by thousands of infuriated 
men, but with a bravery never surpass- 
ed and the liberal use of his night 
stick he ploughed his way up to the 
hall and thence to the stage, where the 
Anarchists were destroyingeverylhing 
within reach. He left his prisoners in 
charge of the two policemen who ae- 
compaied him, and, singly and alone, 
he dashed into a crowd which was 
Sghting mad, cleared the hall, put the 
key into his pocket and in a few mia- 
utes was back in his official home, 
without a ruffle on his good-looking 
face, and appearing as if he had just 
attended a camp-meeting.

The most feasible plan to my mind 


would be to advance by going backward 
until we reach a conservative point be- 
tween the lank, active hog of tlie pio- 
neer age. which possessed a vigorous 
constitution and an immunity from 
disease unknown among the bwine of 
today, and the present condition of his 
overburdened descendants. If we cboose 
as breeders only those of sufficient bone, 
sound feet and legs and good muscular 
action and give all hogs a sufficient 
range, breed off all excess of grossuess 
with just enough shoulder to give sym- 
metry to the animal, also avoid in- 
breeding and overfeeding in close con- 
finement, give all hogs a free grass 
range during the growing season and 
all the changes of food at onr com- 
mand, especially during tall, winter 
aud spring, we will in time bring 
abont the desired consummation. It is 
absolutely impossible to produce a large 
proportion of lean meat unless tbe 
animal has ample bune, sonnd feet and 
legs, with organs of digestion and res- 
pi"ation nnimptiired. thus insuring con- 
slitutional vigor and muscular action. 
Muscle is lean meat and is developed 
by exercise, ami the vigorous, active 
hog during the fattening season ia tak- 
ing on flesh of that streaked kind, firm 
and fine in texture, with equal facility 
that his helpless, weak legged brother 
takes on his handles of Dabby fat. Lack 
of prolificacy and tiie degeneracy of 
sows as mother* have more than kept 
pace with the troubles above enumer- 
ated.—H. IT. Work in National Stock-

P. R. R. To Pay Pensions. 


A prominent official of the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad company states that 
after several years' consideration a con- 
clusion had practically been reached as 
to the creation of a pension and superan- 
nuation fund for the benefit of the em- 
ployees of the company. It is. under- 
stood that seventy years has been fixed 
upon as the age for compulsory retire- 
ment and that employees, who have 
been thirty years in the company's 
service but have not attained that age 
will be entitled to benefits of the fund. 
The pension allowance will be based 
upon length of service and the average 
wages received by the employees dur- 
ing such service. It is estimated that 
it will require a payment by the com- 
pany of about S300,000 per annum to 
make the fund effective. 
The prelim- 


inary arrangements are now being 
made, so that at the directors' meeting, 
some definite action may be taken by 
the board and the fund put in opera- 
tion.
